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People who have purchase unu«- 
ually large specimens of watermel 
ons this year have in some instances 
learned some new things about agri- 
culture. The vegetable— if such it 
may be called— sometimes turns out 
to be a pumpkimelon ormelonkin, as 
the case may be. In other words 
the size of the melon has been in- 
creased by the pollen from pumpkin 
blossoms near the melon patch, ren- 
dering it unfit to eat. Outwardly 
the melon can not be distinguished. 
It usually has a light green rind and 
may take on the shape of either the 
melon or pumpkin. Some of them 
show slight creases or indentations 
in the rinds, like the ridged surface 
of the pumpkin. When cut the flesh 
inside is found to be red, but ming- 
led with it is a soapy looking fluid 
and there is an offensive odor of 
pumpkin that destroys all one's ap- 
petite for melon. There are soft 
open spaces in the flesh with stringy 
substances about them, showing the 
pumpkin cross too plainly to be mis 
taken. The flesh is unfit for human 
consumption and can only be fed to 
live stock. 

A merchant at Gracey is authority 
for the statement that almost an en- 
tire load of lar>re melons sold to him 
by aguilteless planter hdd to be fed 
to his hogs. 

Several instances of the same 
trouble have come to light in this 
city, one under the writer's obeerva 
tion. The farmers who bring mel- 
ons to the local market nearly all 
sell their own stock from wagons 
and make regular deliveries, each 
priding himself upon his reputation 
as a melon-raiser. It is not likely 
that the melons sold in this way have 
been designedly crossed. It is more 
probable that the crosses have been 
brought about ignurautiy by piar.t 
ing melons and pumpkins close to- 
gether. It is of course possible to 
use this method for defrauding the 
public, but the risk is great. One 
such melon "plugged" by a pur- 
chaser, as is often done, would kill 
the saie of a whole load, or what is 
still more serious make the vendor 
liable for obtaining money under 
false pretenses.

The 
council adjourned till Tuesday 
night, with several matters to be 
considered, including the Mayor's 
recommendation for river improve- 
ments.

The Hopkinsville party of twenty 
left Hopkinsville Friday at 
7:05 a. m. for Old Point Comfort, 
Va. We arrived in Louisville at 
1:00 p. m., went immediately to the 
C. & O. depot, where we took the 
sleeper at 6 p. m . not making any 
change then until we reached Old 
Point. While in LouiBville we went 
to see friends, spending a very en- 
joyable afternoon. Some of us rode 
over the city in an automobile going 
into our Orphans' Home. 

We left Louisville at 6 p. m.. 
traveling some distance along the 
banks* of the Ohio River. We passed 
Lakeland Asylum, a beautiful place 
between Louisville and Frankfort. 
We saw very little of our state Capi- 
tol as it was about eight o'clock when 
we passed through. We reached 
Lexington in the beautiful blue grass 
region about 9 p. m. One of the 
ladies had troubles of her own, first 
tripping a drummer and frightening 
him so he left the car immediately 
and secured a berth in another car 
and sending a porter in our car for 
his baggage. We saw nothing more 
of him until the next morning when 
he came in looking for his suit case. 
He seemed to be in great distress, 
said he had lost his suitcase and tick- 
et He later found them and went 
on his way rejoicing. 

We retired about 10 o'clock going 
to sleep in Kentucky and awoke in 
West Virginia, in the beautiful Alle 
ghanies The lime chtnged some 
time during the night, so we ran our 
watches up one hour the next mor.i- 
ing. We traveled along New River 
for quite a distance, reached Pence 
Springs. W. Va . a quiet, homelike 
resort situated in the Greenbrier 
Valley, at an elevation of 1,725 feet, 
about 7:30 a. m. 

We passed from West Virginia in- 
! to Old Virginia, through the Big 
Bend tunnel, which is about one and 
a quaiter miles in length. I think 
the most beautiful scenery was in 
the Shenandoah and Piedmont Val- 
leys seen from the top of the Blue 
Ridge mountains which are about 
5.0X0 ft. above sea level. Judge 
Bush after having seen 17,000 moun- 
tains, was anxious to see the ocean 
he said. We reached Old Point 
about 6:00 p. m., Saturday, being a 
little fatigued but in good spirits. 
We went immediately to the Sher- 
wood Inn, where we secured rooms 
fur the night.

Leaving Old Point on a boat we 
tra.eled about five miles, landing on 
a peninsula which is about eight 
miles long. Here we took a car for 
Ocean View. We reached Old Point 
Sunday afternoon just in time to get 
supper and catch the boat for Wash- 
ington. D. C. We got on the South 
land about 7 p. m , aai'ing up the 
Chesapeake Bay into the Potomac 
River, reaching Washington about 
a. m. Monday. After getting 
breakfast we started out sightsee- 
ing. We took a touring car which 
carried us around the city, stopping 
at the most important places. We 
visited the White House, the Capitol. 
Smithsonian Institute, the National 
Museum and the Congressional Li- 
brary. We went to Mt. Vernon on 
a car. This is a beautiful place sit- 
uated upon a hill overlooking the 
Potomac. When we left Washing- 
ton all agreed they had seen more 
than thev had ever before seen in 
the same length of time. 

We reached Old Point Tuesday 
morning. After getting breakfast 
we left for Norfolk. There our 
party separated, part going from 
Norfolk to Virginia Beach, back to 
Old Point that afternoon and to 
Richmond Tuesday night.

A reader wonders whether our lan- 
guage — English, of course, in the be- 
ginning, and perhaps so it should be 

unto the end— could be called Amer- 
ican, as we speak of the German 
language, the Italian, the French, 
the Spanish, the Russian and so on. 

Surely. Ask any Britisher, as he 
hears us do it, whether wv speak 
his tongue or "American." 

Italian is descended from the Lat- 
in. French is descended from the 
Oaelic, the Latin, the Scandinavian, 
the German and half a dozen other 
ancestors of widely different nation- 
alities. American is descended, oris 
descending, from the English. 

Truly there is the American lan- 
guage, with a provincial dialect for 
nearly every state in the Union. But 
few of the European countries can 
make faces at us on that score. A 
Maine man can converse fluently 
with a South Carolinian, but a Lon- 
doner who wishes to swap talk with 
a Yorkshire farmer has to have an 
interpreter to do it. And you can 
walk from London to York in al- 
most an afternoon. 



WHERE THACKERAY STUDIED

The augar certainly 
playa no specific role In thla case, and 
It la probable that any Inert powder 
would have the aame effect. 

Dr. Petit haa made uae of thla rem- 
edy for aoma years, and It haa rarely 
failed. Accordingly he recommenda 
recourse to It even when the case of 
hlccougba may have realated all

BREEDS NEW KINDS OF FLIES 



In Mutation, of 
and Color. 



Soma curious results have been ob- 
tained by Prof. T. H. Morgan of Co- 
lumbia university in the production 
of mutations of form and color by 
culture and breeding of the "fruit 
fly," Drosophila ampelophila. By 
subjecting flics, pupae, larvae and 
eggs to the influence of radium rays, 
Professor Morgan produced one fly 
which had "beaded" wings. By sub- 
sequent breeding other flies with sim- 
ilar wingB were produced, and after 
many generations a stock has been 
developed that frequently gives, in 
reproduction, a hundred per cent, of 
beaded wings. Other changes pro- 
duced and handed down from gene- 
ration to generation include the 
shortening of the normally long 
wings of these flies until in some 
eases they have become relatively very 
short and truncated. From some of 
the tltataf alert wllaj block flic* have 
been developed which have only tiny 
scales instead of wings. Changes 
have also been developed in the color 
and marking of the wings and the 
color of the eyes. Many may won- 
der whether it would be possible to 
experiment with the house fly and 
breed both wings and legs out of e* 
istence.— Youth's Companion.
